The heart of the people 
has proved again sound and true. 
They ha^e justified those who trusted 
them, they have justified America. 


"The attempt to appeal to class 


prejudice has failed.

Massachusetts are not labor men, or 
police men, or union men, or poor 
men, 
or rich men, or any other class 


men first, they are Americans first. 
The wage earners have shown by their 
\ptes that they resent trying to use 
them for private interests. They are 
for the government. American insti- 
tutions are safe in their hands. 


"Some of those who have posed as 


their leaders and argued that the 
wage earners were patriotic because 
those leaders told them to be, may 
well now inquire whether the case 
did not stand the other way about.

Columbus Ohio, Nov. 4.—The result 


of the prohibition election in Ohio 
was in doubt at 9:30 o'clock tonight. 


The drys were claiming big gains in 


the rural counties, while the wets 
were making similar claims in the 
larger cities. 


Last year, Ohio voted dry by about 


23,000. 


Indications were that the proposed 


amendment pro\idmg for classifica- 
tion of properties for taxation had 
been defeated. 


The first scattering returns in the 


Ohio prohibition election were from 
the larger cities and reported big wet 
majorities on the four prohibition pro- 
posals. 
-The few returns from the 


smaller towns showed majorities for 
the drys on three proposals and for 
the wets on the state prohibition en- 
forcement referendum. 


Early returns tonight showed that 


Ohio voters voted consistently wet or 
dry on all four prohibition proposals, 
despite predictions that 
the 
vote 


would be split. 


At 8 o'clock, scattering returns 


showed the drys leading in the rural 
communities by as much as 3 to 1, 
while in Cleveland and some of the 
other larger cities the wets were lead- 
ing by 2 to 1. 


POPULATION OF PETROCRAD 


MOBILIZING FOR DEFENCE 


Washington, Nov. 4. — Unofficial 


advices to the state department today 
reported that the population of Petro- 
grad up to the age of 45 years was 
being mobilized to defend the city. 
Women have been drafted for the 
digging of trenches, the advices said, 
but added that the report that host- 
ages from Petrograd were placed on 
barges in the Neva and the barges 
then sunk, could not be confirmed. 


The scarcity of food 
is now so 


great that some of the soldiers even 
are, starving, the reports said. The 
Bolsheviki have been again forced to 
retreat from Kraisnla Selo. The ad- 
vance of General Yudenitch from the 
Finnish border towards Petrograd was 
forced back by superior Bolshevik 
forces. Secret figures from Bolshevik 
sources place the disabled locomotives 
at the present time at 68 per cent, as 
compared with 40 per cent disabled 
last May.

UNREST NOT DUE TO PROHIBITION

•imply furnished apartment of the 
archeplscopal palace, with a shell 
hole In the wall Cardinal Lucon, de- 
•ptte hit 77 year* is still hale and 
alert, and he Is an optimist. 


"Destroyed, my cathedral? Why, 


no," he said. 'The damage is much 
more'' easily repairable than is gener- 
ally believed. A few ancient parts, 
It Is? tnw, cannot be replaced, but the 
beauty of the cathedral lay, first in 
It* stained glass; secondly, In 
Its 


sculptures, and thirdly In its statuary. 


"Of the stained glass, nine-tenths 


has been saved and brought to Paris. 
The remaining tenth can be restored 
by specialists, with the aid of much 
patience and a great number of color- 
ed photographs we have. Aa regards 
the sculptures, we shall us* the num- 
erous moldings we have of them. 
Many "have had to be restored anyway 
In the course of centuries, such as for 
instance,, the large piece representing 
the Assumption. That was restored 
In 1876. 


"As for the statuary, we have so 


Many moldings that it will be eaay 
to reproduce the damaged parts. The 
pillars,"with their ornamented cap- 
itals, have suffered little; only the 
two side doorways have been badly 
damaged by flre." 


"Was there not some talk of leav- 


ing the cathedral as It was?" the re- 
porter asked. 


"If the evidences of the Teutonic 


barbarity have to be preserved, let 
them be kept In a private' museum," 


the Cardinal gravely.

Turk*, Spanish few* and tMrbe u 


Bosnians All Have Their Own 


Hojjr Day. 


Sarajevo, Bosnia, Oct. I.—(By mall 


— Sunday Is observed three times a 
week here. 


Because there are 11,000 Turks In 


the city, Friday is the first Sunday 
Then all the Turkish stores close and 
one goes twice a day to some of the 
hundred mosques whose slender min 
arets gleam white against the green 
background of the hills. 


Because two hundred years ago a 


group of Spanish Jews settled in Bos 
nla, Saturday is Sunday for many Bar. 
ajevans. Then all the Jewish stores 
are closed and the Jews of the city 
crowd the big yellow synagogue of th 
main street. 


Because all the rest of the 64,000 


inhabitants of Sarajevo and hundreds 
of peasants from the hills around are 
Serbs and Bosnians, following both the 
Roman Catholic and the Greek, ortho- 
dox beliefs, the Sunday sabbath is the 
biggest holy day of all In Sarajevo 
All the stores except the Turkish are 
closed. 
The churches are 
crowded 


with people dressed in every style 
from the latest Belgrade fashions to 
homespun trousers for both men and 
women, with huge beaded shoes and 
woolen turbans* 
After that modern 


Sarajevo walks about 
the 
modern 


quarters, and old fashioned Sarajevo 
dances the "Koto" in the big square 
of the crowded Turkish bacaar. 


"The results of three Sundays a 


week for the people here is no Sundays 
at all for the Americans, who find ho 
day without some school or hospital 
that must be provided for." said Lieu- 
tenant John D. Hartung of Bay Shore, 
L. I. Lieutenant Hartung is in charge 
of the medical supplies from America 
which have made the Bosnian hospitals 
possible,

In these day* of sugar shortage—a 


condition which BMBM unlikely to b« 
immediately oh*nx*d for the better. 
* bulletin iMued this week by the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture may be of interest. In brief it 
is * department circular urging or at 
least suggesting the substitution of 
malt sugar and malt sugar syrup for 
the cane and beet sugar which gener- 
ally are used. In addition to being 
sweet, says the bulletin, malt sugar 
syrup has a delicious flavor some- 
what resembling honey, which adds 
much to its palatablllty and value as 
* cane sugar substitute. 


While malt sugar has long been 


known to chemists, its production on 
a commercial scale is only beginning. 
Two factors have stimulated its pro- 
duction recently. 
The shortage of 


sugar has developed a market for it, 
and the recent prohibition law has 
made available both the raw material 
and the machinery needed for its 
manufacture. 
Malt sugar syrup is 


made from the same grains as beer 
and may be made from corn or po- 
tatoes) or any plant containing starch. 
Barley, which was used until recently 
In the manufacture of beer, can be

:erday, 5,640,000 pounds of sugar, ex- 
acted today, 6,400,000 pounds more, 


produce malt sugar 
used now to 
•yrup. 


Breweries, with very little change, 


can be used and are now being used 
for its manufacture. Up to a certain 
point the process for making malt 
sugar syrup is the same as the process 
for making beer. Evaporating pans 
is the principal additional equipment 
required by breweries to become malt- 
sugar syrup factories. 


Malt sugar syrup looks very much 


like maple syrup. It can be used for 
everything that cane suger is used 
for. The wholesale price as quoted in 
recent advertisements in trade papers 
and elsewhere is from seven to nine 
cents per pound In barrel lots 
Many 


retail grocers do not handle it yet, be- 
cause there has been little demand for 
it 
on 
the 
part 
of 
housewives 


Grocers can now obtain It and no 
doubt will be glad to do so as the 
demand for it increases. Housewives 
can well conserve their dwindling sup- 
ply of sugar by using it in cooking, 
baking and homemade confections, 
and, even on the table for sweetening 
coffee, oatmeal and desserts. It can 
be used for every purpose for which 
sugar is used. If the housewives want 
it, the grocers will get it. 


Although malt sugar syrup Is being 


called upon, so far as household use 
is concerned, merely as a pinch hitter 
in the present emergency, the special- 
ists expect that it will make such a 
batting average that it will hereafter 
have a regular place in the batting 
order. This is a case where the sub- 
stitute makes so good that the regular, 
whose place it takes, may have to 
warm the bench. 
While it is not 


likely that this new sweet will replace 
sugar for table use in normal times, it 
undoubtedly will make a place for 
itself in the household as it Is doing 
in the manufacture of food products 
It is an excellent, wholesome syrup, 
and on account of its delicious flavor, 
is superior to sugar for some pur- 
poses in cooking and baking. 


While the bulletin from which these 


facts are taken reads to some extent 
like specail pleading for the new indus- 
try ,the fact that they are presented and 
vouched for by the National Depart- 
ment of Agriculture should abate such 
suspicion. Whatever wholesome pro- 
duct can be found which will to an 
extent diminish the demand for sugar 
should be given a fair try-out, since 
the lessened demand for the Cuban 
product would eventually result In 
lowered prices.
